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MILLIONS ON THIS CONTINENT SAW TOTAL ECLIPSE OF SUN TO-DAY 


NEW YORK AND NEW ENGLAND 
SAW TOTAL ECLIPSE OF SUN, 
BUT OOTARIO SKY CLOUDED 

Millions of People in Northeastern Part of United 
States Beheld Great Spectacle of Heavens; Baily’s 
Beads and Shadow Bands Phenomena of Bare Oc¬ 
currence; Observers in Aeroplanes and Dirigibles. 

New York, Jan. 24.—Dreams of astronomers of seeing a total 
eclipse of the sun under ideal hondilihns were, realised to-day in 
New York and New England. In Ontario, Michigan and at Ni¬ 
agara Falls, however, clouds and low visibility frustrated acientific 
tests. 

Especially in New York City, witnessing its first total eclipse 
in 119 years, was the spectacle magnificent. When the momentary 
blackness of midnight at 9.11 a. in. was accompanied by the beaut i-1 
ful sight of the corona, there was enthusiasm. Watchers on sky-[ 
scrapers and hilltops cheered. 

Excellent scientific observations were., made by home and 
visiting scientists at Cornell and Yale I’njversities, almost in the 
centre of the totality area, and also aboard the United States 
navy dirigible Los Angeles over the island of Nantucket, Mass.

London. Jan. 24.—British astron-< 
omcra and laymen In this country to¬ 
day wished themselves In Ontario or 
the northern pert of the United Btutes 
to enjoy the rare experience of wit¬ 
nessing a total eclipse of the sun.

Ottawa Jan. 24.—At 12.02 p.m. Oe- 
to»>er 24 In the year 2144 A.D.. there 
will be a total eclipse of the sun In 
which the path of totality will again 
pass over Ontario, stated Dr. It. E. 
Fleury. one of the Dominion Ob- 
nervatory staff, to-day. Dr.‘Fleury 
predicted that observers yet unborn 
would have a fine chance to make 
calculations at the next eclipse, ow¬ 
ing to it occurring at n more favor¬ 
able period of the year.

materiel extent. But the scientific 
observer with photographic lens is no 
V>nger dependent upon clear skies 
to enable him to obtain the record 
in which he is extremely interested. 

Jf clouds appear at the wrong mo¬ 
ment. he steps into an aeroplane and 
lakes up his position above them. 
This morning's rare phenomenon 
Was observed in this manner by 
numerous observers on the eastern 
fiart of this continent where the ele¬ 
ments obscured the view from lower- 
levels. 

Very special interest centred in 
(o-dsy's heavenly exhibition be¬ 
cause it is the first total eclipse 
which has been observed on this 
Continent since the white men took 
possession of it, and that not until 
the year 2144 will Canadians and 
Americans sec the sun's surface ob¬ 
scured by the moon in like manner 
again. But it is by far more in¬ 
teresting when it is remembered that 
Bo records of it might have been 
taken if the development of aerial 
navigation had not progressed at 
the rate at which it has progressed 
during the Inst twenty years. That 
is to say, the path of totality, as 
visible from the ground, might con¬ 
ceivably have been obliterated by 
advene climatic conditions at all 
those points of observation at which 
a slower march of progress might 
have obliged the scientific observer 
to remain on the ground and gnash 
his teeth in despair. 

, How the development of mod¬ 
em science has played its part in 
examining to-day's eclipse u fur- 
iher demonstrated by the fact that 
in those sections of the country 
where the observer took his obser¬ 
vations from aloft the people on 
the ground immediately under the 
aeroplane, and at points miles away, 
were informed' of every second's 
progress of the moon across the tun 
by radio. Four hundred and fifty ! 
years ago (be phenomenon very 
probably caused consternation and 
terror in those sections where it did 
not pass unnoticed. It was no douk 
regarded at some celestial visitation 
boding good or ill according to the 
superstitious belief of the observer 

Then comes ihe speculation as to 
the manner in which men of science 
Will observe the total eclipse of 
2144. Will the observation in tha: 
long-distance future day be con¬ 
fined to the privileged few? Or 
will it be possible for some enter¬ 
prising corporation to brush awav 
all vaporous obstacles at will and 
furnish grandstand seats somewhere 
in the air where the human family 
will be as much at home as it now 
is on the earth?

In deed, a golfer of long experience 
who has made a close study of 
methods can tell at any Instant if 
anything is going wrong with hi* 
■wing and «et it right before it has 
time to damage hi* shot. Personally, 
I have done this many times. It la 
at least true that a good down swing 
1* the corollary of a good up swing. 
Unless we reach the top properly, we 
are pretty well doomed to failure. 

Working on this understanding In 
connection with my correspondent s 
request for some salient point of in¬ 
struction from a mass of detail thut 
he tries to remember. I would offer 
him the following: “Keep your head

-‘TTHPr surprised thaT among The 
wealth of reds I was unable to find 
a single specimen of H body men la 
patmata. the dulse of Rcotland and 
Ireland. No seaweed has enjoyed 
quite the reputation of this as an 
edible "plant! indeed it Is reckoned 
almost as a delicacy. 1 have often 
seen It displayed for sale in Glasgow 
near the Broomieiaw. The Gaelic 
name for it Is “dulllisg'’ thence 
"dulse"! which means "leaf of the 
water." Along the Dallae Road 
beach I have picked up many speci¬ 
mens. The frond is a deep red and 
fairly thin In texture. 


It has Jong been vaguely under¬ 
stood that the condition qf a man’s 
clothes has a certain effect upon the 
health of both body and mind: The 
well-known proverb. "Clothes make 
the man." has Its origin in a general 
recognition of the habiliments of 
their reaction upon the wearer. 

On the one hand wc remark the 
bold carriage and mental vigor of a 
man attired In a new suit of clothes;

A mile distant stood the pal¬ 
ace of one of these monarchs, a 
building that had once covered an 
area of four square miles and was 
connected with the temple by a pas¬ 
sage underground so that the ladles 
of the court need never leave the 
palace precincts when they went to 
worship.

He was the 
first discoverer of many of our well- 
known t/eea and plants, and in addi¬ 
tion he was the first to send to 
Europe their seeds. In this way our 
beautlf»l Flowering Currant. Rlbea 
sanquineam. reached the gardens of 
the Old Land.

The Important services rendered 
to this country in early days by Sir

toria statue. Mount Douglas Park 
commemorates him In more practi¬ 
cal fxshion.
